Kingstown Harbour. 

Great damage to this Harbour was caused by the storm of • Friday, the 12th 
November 1915 The breakwaters known as the East and West Piers, which were 
beeun hi 1817 and completed in 1836, consist of rubble mounds with pitched slopes, 
the mounds being in some places over 300 feet in width at the base. The entrance 
to the Harbour faces north-north-east. A stiff breeze from east and east by north 
began to blow on the evening of the 11th November and increased in intensity as it 
backed round to north until it attained a velocity of almost ninety miles ail hour 
by 8 o’clock on the evening of the 12th November. The direction of the storm was 
the worst possible for the Harbour Works. It was accompanied by heavy ram and 
by a tide which was raised 3 feet above the predicted height by the combined, effect of 
the wind and the low' atmospheric pressure indicated by a great fall in the barometer. 
About the time of high water, shortly before three o’clock p.m. and during 
the afternoon and evening, the waves were sweeping over the east breakwater, 
which was at times entirely hidden from view, and breaking over the Battery 
and West Pier Head. Portions of the pitched sea slope were broken up and 
tame chasms torn in the rubble underneath. At one place the sea entirely cut 
away the banquette wall and parapet to the level of the main road of the pier, thus 
almost making a clear breach through the breakwater. The main road itself was 
excavated for'a length of 1,100 feet to an average depth of four feet. The works 
of restoration, which are estimated to cost £10,000, were taken in hands at once and are 
progressing satisfactorily.

The financial position arising out of the War necessitated a temporary postpone- 
ment of new undertakings, and Your Lordships accordingly gave instructions that, 
save with specific Treasury sanction, grants were not to be issued except m cases 
where contracts had already been entered into by the responsible authorities. fbnty- 
four new schools and thirteen cases of improvements were completed directly bv e 
Board during the period under report. The corresponding figures for 1914-Ip were 
eighteen and seven respectively. Twenty-three new schools representing an estimated 
expenditure of £18,986, of which £1,820 was locally contributed, were in our hands 


at the end of the year. , , , , , , , 

In certain cases where the building of new schools has had to be postponed, lour 
Lordships have sanctioned grants being made to localities for small repairs to render 
the existing buildings serviceable during the period of the suspension of the grants 
for the new buildings. This it is hoped will help to lessen any hardships arising from 
the temporary postponements.

Southern Railway. 


The Board, who are in possession oi the Southern Railway as Mortgagees . have 
for some time been in correspondence with the Great Southern and Western Railway 
Comuanv who work the hne, as to the duty of the Working Company to debit them- 
sel“s tathe accounts of the Southern Railway with a freightage charge on stone 
ballast carried over the line from a quarry adjoining one of the stations thereon and 
nsedforTe general purposes of their system. As the difference between ^Company 
and the Board could not be otherwise determined, the matter was referred, in aoeord- 
ance uiththe agreement under which the Company work the lme, to arbitration 
and the arbitrator decided in favour of the Board.

Advances, Repayments, and Arrears. 


The earliest mention of Public Works Loans to be found in the abstract (Appendix 
F.) submitted bv the Board is in connection with the Statute 57 Geo. ill., • • 

passed in 1817. The total of all loan advances from that date to 31st March,

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The aggregate of outstanding balances is represented in the books of the Office 
by 33,688 open accounts. A large sum is repayable by annuity, viz. -.—Loans secured 
on Lands, Class III. (excluding Land Improvement Preliminary Expenses), 
Miscellaneous Loans, Class IV., and certain other Loans included in Classes I. and 
II. (p. 26), but the loans generally are in course of repayment by half-yearly 

instalments. . 

The amount issued to borrowers m the year 1915-1916 out of moneys advanced 
by the National Debt Commissioners for loan purposes was £414,821, as against 
£488,973 in 1914-1915. 

The issues for 1915-16 show a decrease of £74,152 as compared with 1914-15. 
Increased issues were made on the following services : — Loans to the Congested 
Districts Board, £75,000; Housing of the Working Classes, £46,563; Lunatic Asylums, 
£2,372; Harbours, £1,500. 

"The principal decreases were in respect of Land Improvement Loans, £69,965 ; 
Public Health, £36,550 ; Land Law, £32,313; Acquisition of Small Dwellings, £20,043; 
County Councils, £19,328 ; and Loans for Workhouse Buildings, £8,036.

The receipts in the year were £424,903 in repayment of principal, and £343,213 in 
respect of interest, making together £768,116. Of this sum £752,664 was paid over 
by the Board to the National Debt Commissioners in discharge of principal and 
interest on foot of loans made out of the Local Loans Bund, and £15,452 to the Irish 
Land Commission in respect of loans advanced out of the Irish Church Fund. The 
sum of £73 19s. Od. recovered in respect of loans written off was paid over to His 
Majesty’s Exchequer during the year.

This satisfactory condition of afian-s extends to all loans 
included hi Class II., loans secured on Rates (see Appendix E.), which form the greater 
and more important part of the loans now made by the Board, and has obtained on

Arrears oil Land loans, payable by owners, were £18,600 as agamst £.1,392 on 
31st March, 1915, a decrease of £2,792 under the following heads .-Land improvement 
Pi 1Q1 . T-pjoV) Land Act 1870, £195; and Relief of Distress, £1,406. 

The issues made in the year under section 31 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, 
brought the total advances to occupiers of land for theimprovemeiit of then holdmgs 
to £L636,539, of which £1,165,481 has been repaid The arrears stood at £6,623 at 
the o lose of the year, as against £7,881 on 31st March, 1915--a decrease of £1,208 
The arrears on Arterial Drainage charges payable by owners show a decrease o 
£635, and on the charges payable by occupiers in the River Suck Drainage District 

The following statement of arrears on loans to owners and occupiers of land under 
varions headings shows that in the seven years since 1909 the arrears have been 
reduced from £69,497 to £39,675, a drop of £29,822, or nearly 43 per cent. :

Rates oe Interest. 

By Treasury Minute of 6th August, 1915, the rates of interest on new loans advanced 
on the security of local rates were fixed at 4£ per cent, for periods not exceeding 
30 years, and at 4| per cent, for periods exceeding 30 but not exceeding 50 years- 
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1 later Minute dated 31st March, 1916, increased these rates by one-half per cent 
respectiv sly. 

Loans to Local Authorities for any purposes of the Housing Acts are made at the 
minimum rate fixed for loans secured on local rates for any period.

APPENDIX (A). 

DETAILS OF VOTED SERVICES. 

The works for which provision was made in the Estimates for Public Works and 
Buildings (Ireland) 1915-16 have, with some exceptions, been carried out. 

The more important exceptions are the following, which have been suspended 
principally for reasons arising in consequence of the contmuance of the i war The 
reconstruction of Married Quarters, Royal Hibernian Military School, and the Extern 
sion of Birr Post Office. 

State and Official Residences. 


Dublin Castle. — The Official Residences in the Upper Castle Yard continue to be 
used as a Military Hospital in connection with the War, under the .direction of the 
City of Dublin Branch of the Red Cross Society. 

Viceregal Lodge.— The. improvement and extension of the stabling accommodation 
and the provision of a new motor garage have been carried out, amongst other works 
found necessary on the appointment of a new Viceroy. 


Military Buildings. 


Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park.— hi order to avoid congestion of work at 
Southampton due to increased demands for Naval and Military maps a new' studio 
for drawing and photographic purposes has been erected. 


Civic Depaktmehts. 

Heating of National Museum , Royal College of Science and New Public Offices.- 
Oontracts were made for the erection of the new boiler house and contingent works 
referred to in last year’s Report, and for the supply and installation of four large 
steam boilers. Notwithstanding the difficulties arising from the war, substantial 
process has been made with all sections of the work. _ 1 , 

Neiv Government Offices. — The erection of these offices has been continued, and good 
progress made during the year. . . __ 

New Labour Exchange, Dublin.— Good progress contmues to be made with the new 
Labour Exchange and Divisional Offices in Lord Edward Street, Dublin. 

The building of an additional storey to provide increased accommodation has been 
arranged. 

Dublin Metropolitan Police Buildings. 

Great Brunswick Street or College Central Barracks— These buildings were completed 
and occupied by the Dublin Metropolitan Police during the year. 


Royal Irish Constabulary Buildings. 

Depot, Phoenix Park.— A new kitchen and ablution room have been provided and 
the storekeeper’s quarters have also been enlarged. 
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Postal and Telegraph Buildings. 

Ballsbridge ( Dublin ) Branch Post Office. — Extensions were made to this building 
in order to provide a new Telephone Exchange, Engineer’s Store and Workshop 
accommodation, and other improvements to facilitate the working of the departments 
in the Postal, Telegraph and Telephone Services. 

Belfast Head Post Office. — The necessary works in connection -with the , provision 
of a new electric lift by the Post Office Department have been completed. 

Dublin General Post Office. — The work of reconstruction and improvement had 
been so far completed before the 31st March as to enable the new Public Office to 
be opened for the transaction of business. 

Dublin: Amiens Street Parcels Post Depot. — The preli m inary building works in 
connection with the provision of electric light and power have been executed. 

General, — Improved means of escape in case of fire have been provided at various 
provincial Post Offices. 


Royal Harbours. 


Kingstown Harbour, County Dublin.— The breakwaters, piers, roads, slips, and steps 
were maintained in good order up to the time of the storm of 12th November referred 
to in the body of this Report, which did great damage. The works of restoration 
are steadily proceeding. Dredging to improve the depths for berthage, was carried 
out during the greater part of the year, and a total quantity of 57,000 tons was 
lifted and deposited at sea. Plant, tools and machinery were kept in proper repair 
during the year. 

Howth Harbour, County Dublin.— The piers, wharves, roads, &c., were maintained 
in good order, and dredging was carried out round the east jetty head and thence to 
the Harbour entrance, 2,874 tons of material being removed. The extraordinary gale 
of 12th November considerably breached the East Pier pavement between the stores 
and the lighthouse, and to a less extent the sea slopes, while several of the buildings, 
railways, lamps, the sea-pitcliing along the Harbour Road, and various walls were 
damaged. On the West Pier small portions of the sea slope and pitching were washed 
away, and walls thrown down. 

Repairs were immediately put in hand, and continued energetically throughout 
the winter, and the whole of the important damage was made good by the beginning 
of February. Minor restoration was proceeding at the close of the year. 

Dunmore East Harbour, County Waterford.— The pier, wharves, roads, moorings, 
stores and buildings were properly maintained throughout the year. No storm 
damage of any extent occurred. 

Ardglass Harbour, County Down.— The piers, wharves, roads and buildings were 
maintained throughout the year. In June, berth deepening, and improvement along 
the new Pier and Fish Quay was commenced and continued till October, providing 
further accommodation to the fishing fleet. Work has been suspended unti a er 
the war. 


Donaghadee Harbour, County Down.— The piers, wharves, and roads were maintained 
throughout the year, and a set of fender piles erected at the South Pier steamer ber 
to improve the traffic facilities along the wharf wall. 


Shannon Drainage. 

Minor repairs to the aprons below Lough Allen sluices were carried out and the 
works were generally maintained in good order.

These questions having been settled, the work proceeded during the year, and 
instalments amounting to £1,500 were paid.

CLASS V.— IRISH CHURCH FUND LOANS. 

No loan or advance under previous loans was made from this fund during the year. 

Out of £1,269,933 advanced from the Irish Church Fund under the Relief of Distress 
(Ireland) Act; 1880, £1,178,403 has been repaid, £48,671 has been remitted, and of 
the balance (£42,859) outstanding, £29,033 is not yet due ; £7,680 is regarded as 
irrecoverable, and £6,146 is in arrear. 

The rate of interest due on these loans is 1 per cent., but borrowers are allowed to 
redeem their principal liabilities on the basis of 3 per cent, interest. The principal 
cancelled by such redemptions now amounts to £48,671, including £113 in the present 
year.
